Dependent claims 2-13 do not contain any features which, 
in combination with the features of any claim to which 
they refer, meet the PCT requirements of novelty and/or 
inventive step, see documents Dl to D3 and the 
corresponding passages in the text cited in the search 
report . 

In particular claim 3: in D3, see figure 1, feature 16 
(shunt) moves and has a control means (detecting means) .
